"The Gyro-.MagnetIc Klectron and 
Atomic Structure" was the subject 
lectured on by Dr, L. V, King, FR.S., 
at the eighteenth Physics Colloquium 
of the session. Tho subject will be 
concluded at the next two meetings, 
when Dr. King will deal more fully 
with the practical side of it. 

Dr. King in his lecture stated th.it 
the ultimate aim of practical physl- 
rlsts is to produce phenomena which 
will enable theoretical physicists to 
elaborate the structure of matter and 
in particular to form as accurately as 
pos.Yible tho conception of the struc- 
ture of tho atom. 

"It has long bcrn known," continu- 
id Dr. King, "that atoms .Txo bulk 
up of numbers of tiny particles of elec- 
tricity called electrons, which are des- 
cribing orbits about on electron nuc- 
tcuK, having the positive charge. These 
ebdrons have been Isolated and much 
accurate Information la known about 
them. 

It is necessary to suppose that they 
have a boundary of a nphericBl shape 
who."e r.KlluR is estimated to bo about 
ten nillUoii millionth of an inch. This 
1.1 Inconceivably smaller than any mea- 
sure which can be obtained directly, 
and Is In fact very much smaller than 
tho diameter of a molecule, which Is 
far beyond the limits of microscopic 
restitution. It thnrefore necess.iry, 
as Dr. King showed, when investigat- 
ing problems of atomic structure to 
procède by the process of hypoUiesIs, 
testjng the ooncoption so formed by 
working out the behaviour of the atom

NOT in LIVING 
in ALASKA!! CLIME 

Miss Birkett and Miss Roberts 
Read Papers 



A paper on Alaska was given by 
Miss Winnlfred Birkett at a recent 
meeting of the n.V.C. Historical So 
clcty when the members wero guest 
of Professor and .Mrs. W, T. Waugh. 

Miss Birkett who- visited Alaska last 
summer was able to give very vivid 
descriptions of this far northern land 
which accoiniianlcd by several photo- 
graphs added groutly to the interest 
of her talk. 

After tracing briefly the history of 
Alaska, now the property of thi 
United Slates of America, Miss nir- 
kctt described the physical features 
vegotaiion and life In general of the 
country. The winters are lonfr ond 
tlie short hot summers the vegetB.tion 
grows very rapidly and develops 
a large size. The rivers, .Miss Ulrketl 
polnieil out were two extreme types, 
being either large rushing bodies of 
water, or clear, sparkling, and placidly 
flowing. The pictures and descrip- 
tions of the huge glaciers, some of 
which move at the rate of seven miles 
a day were most Interesting. A great 
deal of traffic la carried on by dog 
teams. The use of reindeer Instead 
has been attempted with doubtful 
success as l elndeer are timid and eas- 
ily alarmed. Pan of the land is In- 
habited almost entirely 9y Esquimaux 
and in such places the Isolated life 
of the white person calls for great cn- 
(hirance, Where the white man has 
penetrated and made his homo modern 
civilization it better developed, in- 
cluding a good school system and the 
standard of education la just as high 
as in other parts of the United States. 

Miss Gwcn Roberts who delivered 
the second paper on the life of CJiro- 
yamo Savonarola, pointed out that 
"In deallns with a figure like Savon- 
arola It Is difficult to know whore his- 
tory stops and legend begins, as 
writers both contemporary and of later 
years have added to the plain story,

Prof. Salvcmlnl wps. a distin- 
guished scholar, with a reputation In 
every capital of Europe, It would 
have been e.asy cnougii . tor him to 
hold his peace and coast .alpng on a 
well earned prestige. Ho did not hold 
his peace. He attacked Fascism with 
as much ppirlt nn if Italy under JIus- 

aoUnl lyero .still a free country 

lie is an exile now, derived of his civil 
rights and property. Kings College 
and Oxford have given refuge to him. 
He conies to this country now to lec- 
ture on 'Italy Today,'' and deserves n. 
welcome as a. bravo man, a Liberal 
who believes In Liberalism and one of 
the most distinguished scholars of bis 
generation." 



Today at eleven o'clock. Sir Herbert 
Ames will deliver the second of a ae- 
ries of four lectures on the work and 
scope of the League of Nations. 

The lecture -«-111 be lield In Moyse 
Theatre, and should be of special In- 
terest to students In the l-'Wiulty of 
Law, and also students In Economics 
and History. Sir Herbert has travel- 
led to many Universities In Canada 
and the United States, where his re- 
putation as a leoturer and a statesman 
secures tor him large and attentive 
audiences. 

It is the opinion of Sir Herbert that 
if the League had existed in 1914, the 
Great World War would have been 
averted.

Egypt, with *.U real a?riciiltnr;i,'. 
area only about half tho .""'ze of Xova 
.Scotia, was called tho "Grcna.-y cf the 
Itoman Emillro", because of Us great 
productivity. Heciuso'bf tho Xllo, 
Egypt cxtals. Wlieii tho Nile over- 
flows Its banks every year after the 
water rc-cede, a ricli slit i.s deposited, 
anO It Ls this .tilt that enriches the 
soil. 

The Rp^'aker mentioned at îenglh th« 
various rocos InhaWLlng this country 
and Ihoir origin. Ho mwtloned the 
hatred that exists between the people 
of tho .Sudan and tho rest of Rgypt. 
The Sudanese, though of negroid ex- 
tr.actl'on, consider thomsctvcs 'as far 
superlfJT to tho PVlaiieen, and treat 
them with contompt. , 

The coast guard service U m.^nned 
entirely by Sudanese, since It Is fell 
that they w.'iH catch tho Eg>-ptîan 
smugRlers and law offender!* with 
more zeal, due to their haired. The 
very great portion of tho Bg^-pUan 
desert Ui filled with tho wundering 
Hodou^Ti robber tribes, wJvii drift 
.around from place to pl.ico. They lead 
a difficult Jlfc, w.andering around the 
desert with tholr flocks and herds. It 
1h dirfkiili to see how they can ever 
become clvll'.zed . 

In regnrd to the .Vrali ol.asses In 
KgJ'Pl. tho lecturer claiimed that all 
Ara.bi) aro pocu and many ore bril- 
liant orators. Tho Arabs were — and 
nVA\ are men mentally strong c-ipable 
of righting to tho de-ath for a prlnolplo 
and capabto of apprcd.itlng and pur- 
suing a hîig'h and almplo Ideal. "Tho 
desert has the same effect on the 
ihumaii mind .is the sea." 

.Some vei-y ftne slides were shown of 
.Mwilom niowiues In Cairo, with Ihelx 
iiilnareUi and pniyer niches, some of 
which are very lUffMy ornamented 
with J«wel8 and |)rcclou8 stones. All 
theso Mosques face In tho dlrect'ion of 
Mecca. 

I'^lvo times a day the Muezzin call 
the I'allliful to prayer. Jtohommed 
felt that it was sinful to summon tho 
I'ti/.thful to prayer by moans of a bell 
i-r other contrivance, sinco ho felt that 
Allah had created the human throat. 

"Apart from Its fatalism, which In 
time seems lo petrify all development, 
the gravii riefoci of Mohommendiiiilsm 
Is the place It gives lo women." Moro 
than one wife Is allowed, but only on 
condition that tile-husband can support 
thorn all, and this measure usually In- 
cludes the moLhcrs-ln-law as well! 
"If you ask a Moslem how many child- 
ren he has, he will give you the num- 
ber of his sons, Tho girls do not 
count."' 

Tho University of EI-Az-har in Cairo 
Is a very narrow institution. It still 
teaches that tho earth Is, flat, and 
that the sun goes round tho earth. Tho 
sludcnlH aru maintained by the Uni- 
versity, while J the professors only 
exist on the kindness .of the studcnts. 

ColoMil Tl|l^In)J^:on told of the rise 
to political powor of .Mehemot All, the 
flro _ brand of Egyptian politics. He 
tried to Improve tho commerce and 
the agriculture of tho country, but his 
KiK^cc-Horij slnii)ly placed thcnuelves 
In I he hands ot the money-lenders. 



With the advent of the British, con- 
ditions .(were mado nioro désirable by 
the establishment of agricultural banks 
and Lord Cromer divided the land 
holdings up Into small farms, and this 
is (ho present sj-stom of tenure in 
Egypt today. 

On the whole tho Felaheen do nut 
want the Drillsh to leave, as they aio 
a ."îimplo children people, and ' thc^' 
Imagine that If the English leave, 
Mupsolini and the Italians will con- 
(ine'r tlio land. Thn niost extreme of 
Egj-ptlun NallonallslR know that thoy 
cannot gl along without tho Dritlsh 
engineers But the ..'otter rofuso to re- 
main, due to the gonoral Insecurity of 
the country. 

In closing. Dr. Thompson .-«ald that 
tho posalbllUles of Canadian trade with 
Eg>-pt were very groat. He felt that 
the Egyptians could use onr tH'\VHi)Tlnt, 
and also electrical and ineUiI implo- 
meniH. Egypt is a rloh cuontry. It Is 
full of poKsibllltlci, and it is becom- 
ing belter edticated anil more develop- 
ed every ycari '' 



WOIILD PEACE IS LEAGUE 
OF 



(Contlnned from page one) 
'nto being and separated groups 
should be Joined to stales of like na- 
tionality. And, In order to make 
peace lasting and spcnro, tho .-iHlcl 
repre.sentatlves dftormined to create 
a soc ety — fwhicli tvpntuiilly nil m- 
t'ons Hhoiild be permli'ed lo Join) that 
would guarantee the integrity oi 
Htatos, provide a means of mottling 
disputes without recour.»e to war, ann 
endeavour to proniote !ntr-fn:.t onai 
oo-operat on for the general good. 

The idea of an n.isoc'allon of na- 
tions was presented as one of the four- 
teen points set out by President Wil- 
son In his addrr.tfs to the American 
Congress on tho sih of January 1S1.S. 
IIo then d. c ;n v,i, «mong the cssen ■ 
tlal conditions of Peace which the 
enemy states must accept, that:- "A 
general. arsoclallon of-nationii mtisl be 
formed under spécifie- convenanLs for 
th- j.urposo or afford ng mnlual guar- 
antees of pollllcil Independence .and 
territorial Interprlty to great and 
Mmall slates alike." 

No sooner then was the Peace Con- 
ference fairly, constllutcd then it 
scr'ou-sly set lo work to develop the 
proposition. 

A committee of its member.s — ori- 
ginally fifteen In number but subse- 
quently Increasing to nineteen. In- 
cluding 1*0 reprcuentatlvcs from 
each of the five great powcr.s and 
nine from smaller slatca— was form- 
ed and given the task of drafting a 
Convenant for the proposed associa- 
tion of nations. 

The League of Nations Conimi.sslon 
at the Peace Conference— which Is the 
title by which that body will bo known 
In history — conta ned many able and 
experienced men. Président Woodrow 
Wilson was Its chairman. There wore 
also Lord Robert Cecil. .\r. Leon 
Bourgeois, fJIgnor Orlando, C.oner.al 
.Smuts, .Mejisrs. Venezclos. Kramar, 
Hymans and others. Among their 
number were men whom wo are wont 
to call 'denllsts. As a group, however, 
they w'TP intensely practical, having 
been laught. In the hard school of 
Jomtnon suffering, tho Importance of 
worWng together, and the nece.sslty 
of modifying one.« own virtw po nt for 
tho sake of general agreement. 

Then ihf Comm's.slon. on Pub. 3 
lOlfl, It found that much preparatory 
•.viiik li;iil :ilrp.wiy boon lionc nn li 
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draft covenant for &; Society of Na- 
tions, . ' ' ■ ■ ? -^^"'•^|)^^^ 
In the spring of IDIS, a Committee' 
of the Brit sh Foreign Office, that 
had the matter for two years under 
study, submitted lo Ihe Bril'sh Cab- 
inet .% draft scheme; President Wilson 
in his Bddrofts of Sept. 27, 1915, and 
Lord Robert Cecil before th; Unl- 
vers'ty of Birmingham, Nov. Utli, de- 
veloped the Idea along parallel lines; 
While General Smuls. In a remark- 
able pamphlet, laid before the Peace 
Conference Itself, worked out de- 
finite proposjils on thany new jtolntn. 
Besides these there were .several care- 
fully el.aboraled proposals, submitted 
by tho governrncnt of France, Italy, 
Scand'navta, Holland and other coun- 
tries. 

The draft proposed which, however 
was placed before the Conlnilsslon ,tnd 
served as a basis of. dlscu9"lon from 
day to day, was a combination, (an 
amalgamation of Prcs'dent Wilson'? 
Bclicmc and of the British proposals) 
drawn up by David Hunter MlHor lep- 
resenting the Cnlted Statn.T of .\nurl- 
ca, and ff'r Cecil Hurst of the I>rlt .ih 
Foreign ofrice. 

In a surprising short space of time 
tho Committee of nineteen flushed 
Its work, and riii April 11th sent In Its 
report to the Conference. 

The rnmml.sslon felt the n^cisslty 
for completing Its work wIthl.T the 
shortest •po.'sslble delay. It realized 
that the new Covenant •would bv the 
keys ono of the whole nrch formed 
by the trc.at'es .trlslng out of th-" 
Peace. With .a satisfactory and agreed 
settlement n.<i to the nature of the 
organ to which .Miould be entrusted 
the work of consolidating thy ponce, 
t was recognized that, it would be 
po.s.'îlblc to defer to a mpjv coi.voi.l- 
nnt season, sonie of Ih*. . v,ex:tl ou.s 
question, which, , If. foughl . out ono bv 
one. would Indefinitely delay lh.i 
signing of the trcat'es — ;ind until th.' 
Treaties were signed war con lltinns 
could not 1)0 brought to an c/ul. Ki 
we find this .-i^rocnient the rir.fl 
chapter of the Treaty. 

Thus it Is that tho Covenant, wlilch 
"we now regard as the Magn.a Cbarta 
of the League, by no means covers 
all tho dtitles eventually conferred 
iipUn tho Society. As T'role.s.soc 
P.appard polnt.s out in his Wlll- 
lamslown Lectures of 1925; 'I'he 
League, as we know It today, o 
really three Leagues In one; first there 
Is the League lo oiitln.w war. then 
there is the League to proniolc inter- 
national cooperation, and finally there 
Is tho League- to oxccuto certain parts 
of the Peace Treaties, In the Cove- 
nant wc find authorization for tho 
first and second of theso Leagues. The 
duties, which has transformed the pre- 
sent League Into an ngoncy lo e.xccutc 
tho Peace Treaties, have bocn In large 
measure laid upon the society — as the 
founders oxpecteQ would be the case- 
by subsequent decisions of the Peace 
Conference and by other inleinational 
agreements: 

Kuch action is nlill being taken. 
Hardly a week passes without the ro- 
glslratlon of 3«ne new arbitration 
treaty by virtue of which new reSpon- 
.slbllllles arc law upon the League. 

Had the allied nations, met under 
peaceful condllloiis It is conceivable — 
though, far from probable-Hhat quite 
a different sort of League would have 
been devised. Presuming u high slan- 
'ard oC ' rnallonal altruism to exist 
the Ideal f. Tun might be .... . 

An association. Including all the na- 
tions of the world, each with the same 
rights. (A) It.-i members agreeliiK to 
outlaw war and to submit every <1Ih- 
pute to a world court and lo ablUo 
without riuf^.stlon liy I',.s décidions .-xiul 



(B) undertaking' to cooperate for the 
{proniotton ot the welfiire each of the 
other In every field of huiitan activity 
— where international effort was pos- 
sible. 

The League of today does not attain 
to this Ideal. It w.as born In ,a period 
of -tvorld distress. Its fmmcrs .ac- 
knowledged btinmn limitations. Thoy 
went as far as Ihey could go and agree. 
The result Is not percfectlon. It is, 
however the noblest, the most 'hopeful 
effort of Its kind this old world has 
yet seen and It has already survived 
a seven years' test." 

.Sir Herbert then analysed the Cove- 
nant quoting the most Important 'ar- 
ticles such as; the League is to bo 
unlversaJ; It Is ta function by means 
of an annual Assembly, a Council and 
.1 permanent Secretariat. Geneva w.as 
named as tho future home of the Le.a- 
gue. 

The firsfand principal object of this 
organization of free nations shall bo 
to take measures to prevent war. All 
members muKt respect and preserve 
tho boundaries of the members of the 
Ijcapiie. .M the rcxincit of an.v mem- 
ber of tho Lcsigiio a Council meeting 
can be caHed to consider any action 
tvhlch might be necessary to be taken. 
One arltcio is designed to produce 
quick Rc-tlon In a sudden emergency. 
In case of dispute beUvcen any two 
members they are not to resort to war 
until three months after a Connmlttce 
bas ltrled to orbltfiito the rupture. A 
permanent committee of International 
Justice Is provided for to give advis- 
ory oplnlon.s for the guidance of the 
Council, if .■! noil member state Is 
party to a di.eputo it Is invlled lo tem- 
porarily accept the obligations of 
membership. If a non-momber reruscs 
lo discuss setllemen'u and shall attack 
:i nicmher-slale all agree to ai>ply an 
economic boycott and the Council shall 
lake further nece.«sary action for It.-i 
defence. All trriiities between nations 
must be registered with the Secretary- 
General of the League, othet-wlse It 
win not be regarded as binding. Hence 
all ongftganients niu.st bo open to the 
hi.stiC('tIoii of the world. Ono ot the 
tasks frf the Council will be to formu- 
late plans for the reduction of arma- 
ments. Another duty of the League 
Is that It has' become the Kuardlan of 
peoples previously .stibjf>ct to Cermany 
and Turkey. The mcnibers of the Lea- 
gue also support a nttmber ot humani- 
tarian movements; — First to obtain 
better conditions of labor. .Secondly 
to obtain Just trcatmetil for native 
populations. Thrld to promote and en- 
rorce agreements with rcj;ard to the 
traffic of women and children and the 
suppression of opium and other dan- 
gerous drugs. Fourth lo take steps In 
matters of International concern (or 
the prevention and control of epidemic 
diseases. Fifth to cooperate with the 
Rod Cross. 

The League was also assigned to 
govern tho Saar Basin and the free 
city of DanKlg. Another duty that has 
only last month fallen to the League 
Is the supervision ot the disarmed 
condition ot Germany which is another 
Instance where the League is used for 
tho carrying of peace treaties.

"JCven an a young boy, S.avonarola'.-î 
most marked rliaracterlstlcs were, a 
hatred of fi'slivity of all sorts and an 
ovcrpowerlnj; conficlousne.«s of sin. 
All through his childhood he was ex- 
tremely filudlouK, and ai the age of 
19. when he began to think of entering 
tho church he was In great doubt as 
he did not believe that mere Htudious- 
ncHs fitted hint f.jr religious life. 
However In 1474 he left homo secretly 
and joined tho Order of I>)mlnlcan 
li'rlara at Uologna. He was soon sent 
to Florence but had not yet developed 
Into tho fiery orator of later years, 
lie, however, mado a lictter teacher 
than proaichcr tuid was recalled to 
Bologna to instruct the novices there. 
It was then that ho first gave utter- 
anco to Ihu tronieiidoua forebodliig.s 
and propliociea for which he soon bc- 
■came famous, 'in 14S0 ho returne<l to 
Florence. His reputation became so 
greiLl that his church could not hold 
^HMcrpwda that flo<;ked to hear him 
*Snd7he was transferred to San Alarco 
— wliero ho was elected Prior of San 
llarco. 

"Florentine morals at this time," 
Miss Roberts pointed out, "are gener- 
ally made out worse than they really 
were." At the time .Savonarola was 
prcacIUng the Florentines were bettor 
mor.aIIy than most Italians. They lik- 
ed a priest who would point out their 
evil ways and call them to repent. 

"Savonarola was nelilier po)l:<hed 
nor grotcMijuc and lii.s direct method 
of attack captivated the l-"lorentlncs 
by the Hheor novelty of It." 

It was In 1494 that Savonarola enter- 
ed politics, lie felt that on the social 
and moral conditions of tho citizens 
depended tho wclfiirc of the city and 
so sut about to enael moral reforms. 
Heaction was bound to follow on the 
rigid dlclpUnc exerci.-'i d by lilni. Par- 
ties of opi)o»ltion .siirang up, leading 
to great confusion. 

"In 1495 Savonarola was called to 
Rome, but on a plea of ill-health re- 
fused to go. In U'J- a brief ex com- 
milhlcaitlon on the cliurKo of disobe- 
dience and heterodoxy were brought 
against him." l-"or six months in obe- 
dience to tho Popes commands he did 
not preach at all, and the people pray- 
ed incessantly to the I'ope for the par- 
don of their prujjlioi. * 

Finally lie broke .•illence with a ser- 
mon on the invalidity of his ex- com- 
munication. Ho tlicn proceeded to 
denounce the Pope and his family life. 
At a threat to tho city of Florence of 
Interdict by the Pope, the terrified 
I'Morentlnes deposed .Savornarola. Fin- 
ally Savonarola gave himself up to the 
populace and was put under arrest. 
^^'Under torture Savonarola could bo 
■^ntaCa to admit anything bdt after tiie 
'■?;$f|p.0i>ain had gone he would retract evory- 
'"^is§?>x tiling he had said. 
?;^gi^"SavonaroIa wltli two of his fallh-

Its leader and prophet." 

In- conclusion Miss Roberts stated 
that.'Mtcnipts have been made to have 
Savonarola canonized but" tho Roman 
Cliurch 1» Htlll unwilling to raise to 
the ranks of a saint the man whom 
f)ihey once condemned as a dangerous. 




ELECTRON FAR BEYOND 
LIMITS OF PERCEPTION 



(Continued from page one.) 
when stimulated so as to excite radia- 
tion or light. 

These hypotheses have increased in 
recent yc:irs to the e.vtent th.at many 
physicists have given up the hope of 
over arriving at a conception of elec- 
tron which will explain radiation. In 
particular, said Dr. King, since 1005 
;t now constant in nature made Its .-ip- 
pciiraiice in large rays of ^lUysicnl 
phenomena, specified by the letter 
"H". 

This contitant, according to Dr. 
King, made its appearance especially 
In oonncclloii u-lth tho bright lines 
emitted from an excited electron, 
whereas the ordinary conception of 
electric magnetic waves familiar 
to electrical engineers is suf- 
floii'tit to give .1 ,<iatisfac<ory explana- 
tion of ordlnsry phenomena dealing 
with tho transmission of light in tho 
Traii!--parcnt IMcdi.!. 

Dr. King then proceeded to explain 
hlf own \-lews on the subject, In 
which tlie electron Is endowed with 
rotation or spin; thus acquiring tho 
small magnet as well aa those of a 
spinning body of Gyrostat. 

When an electron is set and moving 
through space, it is deformed or flat- 
tened, and like a gjTOStat its axes can 
wobble .about the direction of motion. 
It may be shown, then, the frequency 
of iiieclEion Is equal to the equ.ire of 
velocity. This in fact is the interpre- 
tation of ISinstcIn's .photo- electric 
equation, in which tho constàîiit^H^.is 
Interpreted in terms of "éi'eoîroSvspin'' 
and in new theory referred to aa the 
"Spin Constant." 

The speaker then described how 
such an oloctron forming part of tho 
stem can radiate or throw off line 
spectra when passing through certain 
orbits, thus giving a physical explana- 
tion of the mysterious electron Jum|>s.
